Each shiel 
was pushed forward by 24 r rams, 
the barrel of each ram being s inches in diam 
eter, with a stroke of a little more than 18 
inches. Each ram exercised a force of 1% 
tons. 

The actual tunnel itself under the river is 
6,026 feet long. over a mile. It is lined 
throughout with solid cast-iron plates, bolted 
together in segments; each segment is 6 feet 
long, 16 inches wide and two inches thick 
with flanges 8 inches deep. The whole lining 
weighs 26,000 tons. The bolts and nuts for 
connecting the segments together weigh 
2,000,000 pounds. The permanent way through 
the tunnel is laid with steel rails, weigh- 
ing 100 pounds to the linea yard. 
The interior diameter of the tunnel is twenty 
feet, andample means have been provided 
for thorough ventilation and for lighting it 
throughout when ulred, with electricity.

The President of Honduras Killed in His 
Private Office. 


ANOTHER WAR IMMINENT IN THE 
SPANISH REPUBLICS. 


Troops Gathering on the Frontiers 
Events in the Official Career of the 
Murdered Don Luis Bogran—Ezeta’s 
Ambition the Cause of His Death— 
South and Central American News. 


New Tom, Sept. 19.—A cablegram from 
Bocas del Toro, Columbo, says: Passengers 
by the American schooner Wilford from Bal- 
timore via Born Island and the Hondurian 
and Mosquito coasts announce that the set- 
tlements along the Honduras coast at which 
the vessel touched are rife with wild rumors 
of the recent Liberal coup d’etat at Teguci- 
galpa, and President Bogran is said to have 
deen assassinated in his private office bya 
prominent member of the Ezeta party who 
was granted an audience by the President 
upon the pretext that he had a petition to 
present. 

There is every sign of a conflict of arms, 
which may involve every republic in Central 
America. The death of President Bogran is 
supposed to be a part of the plan of Antonia 
Ezetato make himself ruler of Honduras. 
Troops are collecting along the frontiers of 
the republics. If war comes the struggle will 
be Detween Honduras and Guatemala on the 
one hand and Salvador and Nicaragua on the 
other. 


The report that Don Luis Bogran, the Pres- 
ident of Honduras, has been assassinated, 
creates no surprise among those who are ac- 
quainted with his eventful career and the 
state of affairs in Honduras, for he haf made 
many strong and bitter enemies. In fact, it 
was predicted a year ago that he would be 
assassinated. He was born in Santa Bar- 
bara, the metropolis of the Republic of Hon- 
duras bearing that name, on June 8, 1849. His 
father was Gen. Saturninius Bogran. When 
Barrios was President of Guatemala and Dom 
Marco Aurelio Soté, President of Honduras, 
Bogran was a soldier of considerable prom!i- 
nence in the small army of the latter nation. 
He was restiessly ambitious and he at- 
tempted to create a rebellion against the 
President. The ill-fated Gardo was at that 
time Governor of the province of Garcias, 
and was sent by the President with a 
force of soldiers to put down Bogran’s 
rebellion. Hedid so effectively, capturing 
the leader. After having captured Bogran, 
Del Gardo summoned him before him and 
said: ‘‘I give you your liberty. You are a 
man Of too small importance to be of any 
danger to the Republic. Soon after Bogran 
began to intrigue with Barrios against Don 
Marco. Barrios sent the letters which he re- 
ceived from Bogran to President Soto, and 
advised him to arrest the man as a traitor. 
This President Soto refused to do. After- 
ward, in 1884, when a misunderstanding 
arose between President Soto and President 
Barrios, the latter took up Gen. Bogran and 
used him as a means of fomenting discord in 
Honduras. The overwhelming power of 
Guatemala, the strong will of Barrios and 
20,000 troops which he held in readiness to 
march against Honduras, forced President 
Soto to resign his seat and Gen. Bogran was 
elected to the Presidency almost unan!i- 
mously, and he has held it to the present 
time. 

His presidential chair has not been a seat 
stuffed with roses, however. Bristling bay- 
onets have surrounded it, and freqbent re- 
bellions have threatened its stability. 

In 1886 Del Gardo invaded Honduras with a 
revolutionary force. He was defeated in bat- 
tle by Gen. Bogran and carried prisoner to 
Tegucigalpa. His companion, Gen. Moore, 
in that last battle in the mountains in the 
sight of both armies, blew his brains out 
with his own pistol, thus ending a career of 
adventure which has hardly its parallel in 
fiction. 

Tied to an ass’ back, Del Gardo was taken 
to Comayaga, where he was shot in the plaza 
with sixteen of his companions. Dr. Del 
Gardo of Salvador was at that time one of the 
Ministers of President Menindes. He was 
a brother of Gen. Emilia del Gardo, and tried 
to save his life. Before the death of 
President Menindes Minister Del Gardo 
resigned his office. The ignominious manner 
in which Gen. Bogran put his brother to 
death has never been forgiven by Del Gardo. 
The revolution attempted by Del Gardo was 
only one of many with which Bogran has 
been called upon tocope during his term of 
Office. Barillas, when he succeeded Barrios 
as President of Guatemala, continued the 
policy of his predecessor and the league be- 
tween himself and Bogran has been one of 
the strongest kind. In the war which Barrios 
had with Salvador and in which he was 
killed, Bogran attempted to fulfill his con- 
tract and to march with Barrios against the 
Salvadorian frontier. But the invasion of 
his own territory by the armies of Nicaragua 
and Costa Rica prevented his doingit. On 
the Gownfall of Barrios Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica withdrew their troops, leaving Bogran 
still in office. 

The alleged discovery of correspondence 
between Bogran and Col. Rivas, which cor- 
respondence was said to have plainly shown 
that the revolt of Rivas against the authority 
of Eteta was instigated and aided by Bogran, 
incensed the Salvadorians against him. His 
later visit with a portion of his troops to the 
Salvadorian frontier was, President Bogran 
alleges, for the purpose of subduing a re- 
bellion which had broken out in that section 
of Honduras. In order to give weight to that 
statement, he hanged a couple of rebel 
officers of his own, whom he caught, and

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DEATH IN THE PIT. 


Twenty-Nine Men Killed bya Belgian 
Colliery Explosion. 


ELEVEN OTHERS SERIOUSLY IF 
FATALLY INJURED. 


NOT 


The Cause ofthe Disaster Not Known—A 
Calamity in the Oity of Brussels—Four 
Houses Wrecked—Five Men Killed in 
a Railway Oollision—The Casualty 
Record. 


BRUSSELS, Sept. 19.—One of these great 
calamities which have in recent years been 
too frequent in Belgium occurred gt Char- 
leroi, in the province of Hainaut, to-day. 


Twenty-nine men lost their lives 
by an explosion in the iron 
mine of Forchies-Le Mauche, and 
eleven others were seriously injured. There 


were over 300 men in the mine this morning, 
and without the slightest warning the ex- 
plosion took place in one of the chambers 
where fifty of the men were engaged. 
When the panic which followed the shock 
had subsided gangs of rescuers made their 
way tothe chamber of death, and within an 
hour twenty-nine lifeless forms were brought 
to the surface. Among those injured itis 
thought that several will die, as they were 
terribly bruised by the concussion and fiying 
debris. 

The walls of the wives and children of the 
Gead miners were agonizing as the bodies 
were brought up and deposited at the mouth 


of the pit. 
These mines are carefully examined ev- 
ery day by competent en gineers 


appointed by the Government for this 
purpose, and it has not yet been explained 
how the accident occurred, though the ac- 
cepted theory is that it was caused by fre- 
damp in an unused chamber which must have 
been tapped by the workmen this morning. 

Brussels witnessed a terrible explosion 
this morning in the brewery of the Mitchells’ 
by which four houses were shattered and 
several workmen injured.

FIVE MEN KILLED. 


THE RESULT OF A RAILWAY COLLISION ON THE 
UNION PACIFIC. 
Borse CiTr, Idaho, Sept. 19.—A special 
from Pocatello, Idaho, says: A disastrous 
w reck occurred yesterday on the Union Pa- 
cific at Port Neuf, a station six miles from 
Pocatello. Passenger trains Nos. 1 and 2 col- 
lided, killing ive men and seriously injuring 
several others. The killed gre: 
L. Weidemayer, mall clerk, and four In- 
dians from Fort Hall Reservation. 

The injured: Chas. Hoyt, engineer; Chris 
Mackenzie, P. P. Gunderson, Mal Clerk 
Lyons, two tramps and a squaw. 

Lyons was fearfully sealded and received 
internal injuries. Engineer Hoyt had his 
shoulder-blade broken and is otherwise 
badly bruised. Mackenzie and Gunderson 
both had their right arms broken and were 
terribly cut. 

When train No. 2 left Pocatello the conduc- 
tor had orders to pass No.1 at Port Neuf 
Station. As No. 2 neared that point it was 
discovered that No. 1, west bound, had the 
right of way and was just stopping. When 
within less than half a mile of No. 1 the en- 
gineer of No. 2 examined his air brake and 
discovered that he had no control over the 
train. He immediately whistied down 
brakes, but before the brakeman could re- 
spond the trains were within a few feet 
of one another, and in another second 
train No. 2 crashed into the other 
train, then at a standstill. No. 2 was running 
at a high rate of speed and the concussion 
was terrific. Before the collision the en- 
gineers and firemen of both trains jumped, 
all escaping uninjured except Hoyt. Ascene 
of confusion followed. Engines and mail cars 
were piled in heaps and the groans of the in- 
jured filled theair. The dead and wounded 
were taken from the debris and given the 
best possible care. The coroner’s jury held 
an inguest last evening on the body of Weide- 
mayer and attaches no blame to the railroad 
company, as the air brakes were working 
well when the train left Pocatello. Lyons, 
though fearfully injured, may survive. The 
wrecking train is still at the scene of the 
wreck. Noone of the passengers were in-

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SEVEN LIVES LOST 


By the Burning of 4 Tenement House 
. in Chicago. 


Names of the Unfortunates—Another Vic 
tim May Be Added to the List—Prairie 


Fires Devastating Farms in the North- 
west-Many Towns in Danger—Fight- 
ing the Flames Fire Record. 


Curcaco, II., sept. 19.—Fire early this 
morning in a three-story brick building at 
Nos. 49 and 551 Sedgwick street, the upper 
stories of which were occupied by a number 
of families as living apartments, resulted in 
the death of seven people and the fatal in- 
jury ot another. The dead are: 

John Schalk, mechanic, aged 45 years. 

His wife,aged 42 years, and their three 
children, Annie, aged 15; John, aged 12, and 
James, aged 8. 

Robbie Burns, aged 14, anda woman, name 


Oynthia Schalk, the only surviving member 
of her family, aged 17, was overcome wit! 
smoke and it is thought cannot recover. 

The fire originated in the rear of the first 
floor, which was occupied by Wm. Keafits 
asabakery. It is thought to have caught 
from one ofthe bake ovens. It spread to a 
shed in the rear, in which was a quantity of 
hay and straw. From this it ran up the rear 
stairway and into the sleeping rooms of the 
people on the second and third floor. 

The front rooms on the second floor were 
occupied by John Rondo, his wife and two 
children, all of whom escaped without in- 
jury. The rear was occupied by Mr. Keafitz, 
the owner of the bakery, and two Dakers, 
Reginstein and Rosefield. 

The Schalk and Burns families occupied 
the rear of the third foor. Burns and wife, 
with three of their children, were rescued by 
the fremen. Keafitz and his family escaped 
from the second floor by means of a ladder. 
When the rooms of the Schalk family were 
reached it was found that all were uncon- 
scious. Mr. Schalk and Cynthia gave evi- 
dence of life, but the mother died before the 
patrol wagon arrived. The family were 
smothered , not burned, to death.

NOT GILT EDGED. 


The Ohio Central Bonds Guarantee Has 
Been Withdrawn. 


ACTION OF THE COLUMBUS, HOCKING 
VALLEY & TOLEDO CO, 


What Has Brought About the Repudiation 
of the Former Agreement—A Director 
Discusses the Situation—Must Vacate 
the Chicago Lake Front—News of the 


Railways. 


New Yorx, Sept. 19.—Holders of Toledo & 
Ohio Central Railroad bonds, who since Octo- 
ber, 1885, have bought them with the under- 
standing that the interest had been guaran- 
teed for fifty years by thé Columbus, Hock- 
ing Valley & Toledo Railway, will learn to- 
day, according to the WoRLD, that this 
guarantee has been withdrawn. At the an- 
nual meeting of the Columbus, Hocking Val- 
ley & Toledo Railroad stockholders held Jan. 
1; 1890, the management changed hands. 
Thenthe stockholders adopted a resolution 
repudiating the guarantee, and ordered their 
President, O. C. Waite, to notify the Ohio 
Central Co. of the fact, and that ff at any 
time the latter company defaulted on its 
bond interest the Columbus, Hocking Valley 
& Toledo would resist payment in the courts. 
As the annual meeting of the Ohio Central 
did not occur until a few days ago, the ro- 
nunciation of the guarantee could not be 
legally announced before. 

Director Ryan yesterday said: Tes, itis 
quite true that the Columbus, Hocking Val- 
ley & Toledo road has formally withdrawn 
its guarantee of the Ohio Central bonds. The 
directors have obeyed the stockholders, and 
nota dollar of the principal or interest due 
on the bonds will be paid by our company 
should the Central ever default in its pay- 
ments. It was an inigquitious proceeding, 
and without precedent. The Hocking Valley 
road undertook to guarantee the Central’s 
bonds for the privilege of selling its Toledo 
real estate. That would be on a par witha 
request by A to have B indorse his note for 
$5,000, offering as an inducement to buy B's 
house and lot at its market value. On sucha 
transaction B would receive what belonged 
to him, but he would de liable to lose $5,000. 
Even had the Hocking Valley Co. sold its real 
estate to the Ohio Central, it would receive 
no value for its guarantee. But there was no 
sale, and I believe none was ever contem- 
plated. 

‘‘When the guarantee was made Judge 
Burke controlled the Hocking Valley. He is 
not President of the Ohio Central. He m- 
duced the former company to enter into the 
guarantee because he then practically con- 
trol led the latter. The records show that no 
consideration was given for the guarantee in 
any shape or form. 

The Hocking Valley Co. has not yet been 
called upon to make good its guarantee on 
the bond interest, that is no reason why we 
should be responsible. When I became 
Director and learned the real facts I consid- 
ered it my duty, as did the other members of 
the board, to repudiate and destroy the 
guarantee. I was elected by the stock holders 
to represent them in the management of the 
company, and I for one ean see no reason or 
consideration for the Hocking Valley shoul- 
dering such a responsibility. 

do not wish it to be inferred that the 
Hocking Valley directors have any cause for 
believing that the Ohio Central will ever be 
unable to pay its bond interest. That ques- 
tion does not enter into the matter at all. 
We were made guarantors without consid- 
eration or Denefit, therefore the guarantee is 
withdrawn. The competition between the 
two lines is very sharp, though it is remun- 
erative to both. But the idea of one road 
guaranteeing its rival's bonds without con- 
sideration is preposterous. 

Mden Judge Burke induced the Stock Ex- 
change to list Ohio Central bonds he knew 
the guarantee had been given without con- 
sideration, yet he permitted the indorsement 
on the bonds to say that it was given for 
value received. The buyers of bonds under 
the gu&rantee probably believed that the 
Ohio Central had given the Hocking Valley a 
proper consideration for its guarantee. They 
will now learn the truth and must content 
themselves as best they can. How many of 
the bonds have been sold in exchange there 
is no possibility of knowing. The Stock Ex- 
change is innocent in the matter. 

Up to the present time nonoticeoaf the 
guarantee has been sent to the Stock Ex- 
change. It may be Known to members, but 
so far as can be ascertained Judge Burke, as 
President of the Ohio Central, has not re- 
vealed the fact. Salem T. Russell, who was 
Chairman of the Listing Committee of the 
Stock Exchange when Toledo 4 Ohio Central 
was placed on the list, was seen yesterday. 

**What you tell me about the withdrawal of 
the guarantee on the Ohio Central bonds is 
news tome. I do not think the announce- 
ment has deen made to anybody. I do not 
think it will seriously affect the standing or 
value of the bonds. I know all about the 
method of securing the guarantee, and must 
confess it was avery strange and peculiar 
proceeding. How the Hocking Valley stock 
bolders can repudiate the guarantee I can not 
understand, for surely they are bound by the 
action of their Board of Directors.’’ 


NEW BOSTON ROUTE.

Irish night at the Exposition has always 
been a great night and last night was the 
greatest of them all, Notwithstanding the 
fact that it was one of the warmest nights of 
the summer, the aisles and paves were 
packed with humanity. It was the big 
Cleveland night Of 1888 over again, except 
that the jam last night instead of being con- 
ned to Music Hall and the portions of the 
building leading to it, extended throughout 
the basement, as well as to every part of the 
mainand gallery floors. On any other occasion 
the heatand the crowding would have been 
torturesome, and grumbling would probably 
have been heard on all sides, but everybody 
kept in good humor last night and the most 
of the people really enjoyed the crush. If 
any toes were stepped on or ribs squeezed in 
the owners didn’t know it or forgot it at once 
in the excitement. 

Music Hall was of course just as crowded as 
the rest of the bullding, every seat being 
taken, as also the standing room back of the 
last tier of seats both on the main floor and 
inthe gallery. The hall had filled up as soon 
as the doors were opened, an hour 
before the first concert, and the 
occupants of the seats held them 
throughout the entertainment, and many, in 
fact, remained during the hour's tntermis- 
sion between the concerts. The audience 
fairly went wild at times, and when Gimore’s 
Band struck up the Rocky Road to Dublin, 
an old Irish lady, unabie to restrain herself, 
commenced an Irish ig where she had been 
standing all evening atthe head of one of 
the alsles in the Gallery. In a minute every 
head in the Gallery was turned in her direc- 
tion, and the whole Gallery broke out ina 
storm of applause. Such a scene was never 
before enacted in the Exposition Building. 

The old lady could be seen from every 
portion of the gallery and also by many 
people in the parquet and the applause 
above soon spread to every portion of the 
auditorium below. Many so forgot them- 
selvesin the excitement as to stand up and 
some even jumped upon the seats. The up- 
roar lasted for several minutes and Gilmore’s 
Band was compelied to play the tune again. 
The old lady keptup the jig and didn’t stop 
until the music did. In the last piece also, 
When Garryowen was played, she broke 
loose again, but the music soon changed and 
the excitement lasted but a minute or two.

Johnson Makes a Further Explanation. 


Judge A, A. Paxson of the Second District 
Police Court claims thatthe police officials 
are laboring under a mistaken impression 
concerning his recent decision regarding the 

right of a police officer to arrest parties for 
‘Offenses which they had not witnessed. A 
YPost-DispatcH reporter called on him this 
morning and asked him what he had to say 
in answer to the opinions expressed yester- 
day on his decisions by the po- 
lice officials. They are simply 
laboring under a mistaken impression,’’ he 
said. ‘*Chief Harrigan, Vice-President Over- 
all, Capt. Young and the others seem to 
think I decided that the police cannot ar- 
‘rest unless they see the offense. Now ifthey 
nad read my decision they would find 
that such is not the case. An 
officer has the power to arrest without a 
summons for offenses which he has not wit- 
nessed, provided they are misdemeanors un- 
der the State law. This is sustained by the 
decision of the Supreme Court in the case of 
State vs. Grant, 76@10., where the court, in 
‘construing the act of tp Legisiatare 
creating the Kansas City Board of Police 
Commissioners, which, inthis particular, is 
‘worded exactly like the act of the Legisia- 
ture creating the Board of Police Commis- 
ssions of St. Louis, decides ‘that the power 

f a member of the police force to 
arrest offenders,’’ is notconfinedto any 
particular class of offenders or any grade of 
crime, but applies as well to misdemeanors 
ms to felonies, provided always that the 
‘officer who arrests fora past misdemeanor 
has the same grounds of reasonable suspicion 
ms would ustify him at common w 
Ain arresting fora felony committed. For it 
‘$s not contended that the Legislature designed 

y that statute to countenance or authorize 
I a citizen be deprived of his liberty upon 

he mere whim, caprice or rash assumption 


wf his guilt by an officer. 
A NICE DISTINCTION. 

„ei the act for which a man is arrested Isa 
misdemeanor under the State law as well as 
a violation of a penal ordinance of the city, 
anda the officer making the arrest be botha 
State and city officer, it follows that, if the 
dictum of the Grant case holds in this State, 
“the man will be lawfully arrested for a mis- 
*demeanor under the laws of the state, and I 
thold consequently that they shouid be pro- 

ceeded inst in courts having the proper 
, Jurisdiction. I do not think the 
statute authorizing members of the police 
‘force to ‘arrest offenders’ gives the right 
‘to such officers to arrest for a violation of an 
-ordinance not committed in thelr presence 


when the same is not also a misde- 
meanor under the State law. I think 
‘this ought to make my side of 
the case clear. The police have no 


right, in my opinion, to arrest for a violation 
of a penal ordinance, an offense in the eyes 
of the law below a misdemeanor, which was 
not committed in their presence. Under the 
ruling in the Grant case they may arrest for 
the violation of an ordinance not committed 
in their presence, when the same is also a 
misdemeanor under the State law. But in 
this instance let them be proceeded against 
in the proper court. 
GOT. JOHNSON'’S ARGUMENT. 

‘In your report of what | said yesterday 
about Judge xson’s decision, it was too 
condensed to give what is really the law of 
arrests, said ex Gov.

Preach of the peace witnessed by a police 
officer or a citizen, both have the right to 
arrest the offender, and it ts their duty to do 


so. The public peace it is deemed 4 — 
essential to preserve. Breaches of the pub- 
lic peace are looked upon as somewhat 


different from other misdemeanors. The law 
in such cases, in reference to the oficial 
right to arrest is almost identical with cases 
0 In cases of felony an officer has 
the right to arrest, upon reliable tnforma- 
tion or information of a character that con- 
vinces him that a felony has been committed, 
though he does not see it. This is necessary 
to prevent escapes, and were it otherwise, 
many of the worst criminals would be able 
to avoid arrest and punishment. Now, a 
breach of the public peace, though a mis 
demeanor, may, dy the passions which are so 
easily aroused, lead toariot and even mur- 
der; and furthermore, the passions involved 
ina breach of the peace are of such a char- 
acter that they produce noise and confusion 
and are not instantaneously over, but fre- 
ventiy continuous. The law recognizes 
this, and ft is the duty of the police officer to 
arrest, whenever it is necessary for the pre- 
vention of a renewal of public disturbance, 
or whenever he is fully informed of the like. 
iihood of a disturbance of the peace, to make 
an arrest. His authority should be used with 
at discretion, as the law only protects 
im where the circumstances are such that 
he acted upon reasonable grounds of appre- 
Dension of public disturbance or riot. 

' The law creating the Board of Police Com- 
missioners makes it the duty of such board 
among other things, that, ‘*They shall at all 
times of the Gay and night within the bound 
aries of the city of St. Louis, as well on water 
as on land, preserve the public peace, pre 
vent crime and arrest offenders.’ Now, the 
manual prescribing the duties of a police 
officer under the law sets forth correctly the 
duty and authority of a police officer; after 
setting forth the right ofan officer to arrest 
an ender for the commission of a 
breach of peace when committed in his 
presence, it further sets forth: In many 
cases, however, to subserve the public inter 
est, to protect the rights of citizens, prevent 
the commission of crimes and insure the 
arrest Of criminals and their conviction, it ts 
their duty tn plain cases of felony or attempts 
to commit felony or of misdemeanor, to ar- 
rest the parties so charged without warrant, 
although the offense was not committed in

A constable is a known officer charged with 
the conservation of the peace, and whose 
Auty it ts to arrest those who have violated 
it 


An arrest may be made without warrant to 
prevent a breach of the peace or to prevent 
an r Knott vs. Gay, 1 Root 66. 

But tf a felony or breach of the peace has 
been in fact committed by the rson ar- 
rested, the arrest may be justified by any 
person without warrant, whether there was 
time to procure a warrant or not. Burns vs. 
Erben, 60 N. I. App. 4638. 

A — 7148. ex-officio and without a 
warrant arrest a breaker cof the peace and 
bring him before a Justice of the Peace within 
a reasonable time after the affray. (Taylor 
vs. Strong, 8 Wendell, 854.)

Consta- 
bles could arrest any one they had seen break 
the peace or had come freshly after the peace 
was broken.

is, 3S. 8. 

A constable may arrest for past offenses in 
the case of breaches of the peace. Wharton, 
Crim. Pl. and Fr., Sec. 8. He is not limited 
even in misdemeanors tothe actual moment 
ofthe commission of the misdemeanor. He 
may arrest after the misdemeanor is com- 
mitted. 

In the case of Main vs. McCarty et al., 15 

U., 441, it was held that the instructions 
which assumed that the arrest is unlawful 
unless made immediately, and that it cannot 
be made after ce is restored and the af- 
fray is over, were erroneous. 

The Court said that if such were the law 
arrest could easily be evaded by many arts 
for gaining time as wellas resistance, which 
made assistance necessary. 

This case was referred to and approved in 
the cose of Shanley vs. Wells, 71 III., 78-82. 

A peace officer, such as a constable or 
sheriff, has the right to arrest, even without 
warrant, a person concerned in a breach of 
the peace or crime when he has reasonable 
ground to suspect the party gullty of such

l. 505. 

It is not ouly right, but the duty of a con- 
stable and police officer to arrest without 
warrant any one disturbing the peace when. 
ever circumstances require it. State vs. 
Rusell. 1 Huston, Del. Cr. Rep. 122. 

Where a threat is made, accompanied by 
some Overt act in attempted execution there- 
of, the officer need not wait until the offense 
is actually committed. Quinn vs. Helsel, @ 
Mich. 676. See Murfree on Sheriffs, secs. 1112, 
1118, 1114, 1122, 1128. 

‘hen an affray or other misdemeanor is 
committed In the presence of,the officer, if he 
does not arrest the offenders at the time, but 
goes away and returns after the entire trans- 
action is over, with no danger of its renewal, 
he then is too late to make the arrest without 
warrant. But the arrest need not be instant. 
It may be made at a reasonable time and fit 
opportunity or it has been said on quick pur- 
suit. Bishop P!. Ev. and Pr., vol. 1, sec. 183. 
See State vs. Underwood, 75, Mo. 280; State 
vs. Ward, 14 Mo 138; State vs. McNally, Mo.

Shore 
held him and allowed Grady to be taken to 
the Fonr Courts to swear out a warrant 
against Jourdan for assaultand battery, the 
case being set for the Mth inst. Dr. Jourdan 
claims that Grady was his assailant, but that 
in consequence of the police decision as to 
who was the offender, he, Jourdan, now 
stands charged withan offense of which he 

is entirely innocent.

Mr. Young also read the printed resolu- 
tions 

Resolved, That the National League reaffirm its 
oft-repeated declaration that all base ball leagues 
and associations should be parties or subject te a na- 
tional agreement, in order to protect territorial and 
contractual right. 

Resolved, hat the Leegue expresses its re t 
that the American Association. on Feb. 18, 181. 
withdrew from the present national agreement, 
which it had buta few weeks previously assisted in 


creating ~ a) 141 

Resolved, That the League would be glad to wel- 
come the return of the Awerican Association asa 
party to the national agreement in the same manner 
as they withdrew therefrom, namely, by notice to 
the National Board. 

Resolved, That should the American Association 
become a party to the national agreement that all 
proposed amendments thereto be considered and 
acted upon by all the parties to sald agreement. 

It will be seen that.the League has practi- 
cally cast the Association aside, and done 
exactly as this paper predicted. The League, 
however, has not succeeded in getting all 
the players it wanted and there ista great 
deal of bombast and dliuff about the reso- 
lutions, and its action in discharging its 
peace committee. The Association should 
jump in and sign players right and left for 
next season and make no overtures whatever 
to the League. The latter will soon be around 
again crying for peace when they find their 
biuff is not working and that the Association 
will not concede everything to them.
